States Returning to the True Democratic 


Policy of Protection. 


The south was not ahvsyrs "solid"-* 


not always Democratic. It was broken 
on the tariff question, aud will be 
again. Time was \vhou the south refused 
to regard a "tariff for revenue only" 
as its political Koran. A great upheaval, 
raaching beyond the silver agitation, is 
going oil among a people who have pass- 
ed through a fiery furnace that seems to 
have been requited to make them even 
wiser, better aud greater than they were 
before the war. Thirty years have suf- 
ficed to remove all old prejudices. Ke- 
construction is a thing of the past. The 
fear of "negro domination," which as- 
tulo aspirants for office so long held \\p 
as the "bogy "man to frighten and con- 
solidate the people, has departed, and 
npori the apes of all this gone and for- 
gotten political lore we find agricultural 
and mineral development and a com- 
mercial impetus which will ere locg as- 
tonish tho north and the whole world 
with its effect and results. 


When the issue of slavery came to 


dominate parties, all else of politics 
and economics in the south departed, 
and for at least teu years before the war 
and ever since those things which bave 
gsowu out of it have made the south 
"solid." There is a breaking up in 
North Carolina, in South Carolina, in 
louisiana, in Alabama, in Kentucky, in 
Tcaucsseo, and tho \vholo south is on 
the briuk of a political volcano. This is 
not inexplicable. The south desires to 
advantage itself of progress, to share in 
the nation's davelopmeut, aud it cannot 
hope to do that uudar the policy of a 
"tariff for revenue only. " That policy 
has struck at sugar aud rice, coal and 
iron, and these products, agricultural 
and mineral, are so powerful that their 
ramifications extend throughout almost 
every state and into banking and busi- 
ness circles. Protection is a policy too 
broad to be limitnd by sectional lines, 
aud its advocates are too liborul, just and 
generous to withhold its beneficent ef- 
fects frcin any part of tho eountry de- 
sirous of embracing the advantages of 
that policy. 


Ponced Blotting. 


I am somewhat interested in chickens 


and winter eggs, says a farmer, but have 
had trouble iu getting my hens feather- 
ed and layiuR before winter. I tried an 
experiment this season which, I believe, 
will assist viator egg production. I 
plucked the greater portion of their 
feathers about July 1. The result is that 
those so treated were feathered perfect- 
ly Nov. 1 and laying eggs. My reason 
for this in to grow feathers while the 
weather is hot and eggs cheap. 


GOVERNOR WAVERS. 


Coibett-Filzsimmons Fiyht May Como OR at 


Hot Springs, After All. 


HOT SPUIXGS, Oct. 17. -> Whether the 


meeting of Corbett andFitzsimmons shall 
occur at Hot Springs, Oct. 81, is not de- 
cided, but from nil indications the chances 
arc now exceedingly favorable.

inclusive, involved an annual expenditure 
of £3,000,000, exclusive of torpedoes and 
guns.

MILK MAY BE A SOURCE. 


An Opinion'on the Spread of Typhoid Ad- 


vanced by a Reader. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—Is our milk sup- 


ply 'in any way responsible for the numer- 
ous cases of typhoid fever? Eminent 
physicians will tell us that impure milk is 
one of the most dangerous and 
fruitful 


sources of typhoid fever and cows that are 
allowed to drink impure and filthy water 
will produce milk that is contaminated 
with the same elements. We all know 
how rapidly milk will absorb 
odors 


and foreign elements in our own homes 
and it is well known that it is equally sus- 
ceptible in the animal process, and has it 
ever occurred to the board of health, 
the 
prudential committee or others 


interested 
that a large portion 
of 


our milk* supply comes from farms lo- 
cated on a line of the Hoosac river, both 
west and south of us, into which empties 
the entire sewage of North Adams and 
Adams. Many of the farms border on the 
river and the cows are turned into the 
meadows in the fall and allowed to drink 
the polluted water. It cannot be other- 
wise than polluted as the stream is very 
low and 
sluggish. 
Cows to produce 


healthy milk should have as pure water 
to drink as any person and who would 
drink the water of the Hoosac river af- 
ter it received the sewage of North Ad- 
ams, 
Greylock and Blackinton? Echo 


answers, "not any in mine if you please,'> 
in milk or otherwise. 


Now in view of the possible conditions 


and the fact that typhoid fever is making 
rampant strides in our midst and the 
many new cases and frequent deaths, 
would it not be a wise move on the part 
of those connected with the health de- 
partment to extend their investigations 
in this direction, and the failure to find 
even probable cause in past efforts may 
possibly be turned to success on these 
lines. There are several milk farms be- 
tween here and Williamstown that are 
entirely isolated from the river, but there 
are others less favorably located that 
sadly need a fence along the river hank.

SOME PLAIN MONEY FACTS. 


Editor Atkinson is an authority on 


money and economic questions. In a re- 
cent issue of the Independent he puts one 
phase of the money question so plainly, 
and that for the workingman's considera- 
tion, that his -words deserve wide publi- 
cation. They show clearly the folly of 
Debs and Gompers and Ignatius Donnelly 
in clamoring for free-silver coinage in the 
interests of the workjngman. 


Mr. Atkinson begins by demonstrating 


that workingmen, contrary to the assump- 
tion of the cheap demagogues of the silver 
propaganda, belong to the creditor class. 
" They make bargains to sell their skill, 
their time and their labor for payment in 
money. Their wages are to be paid week 
by week or month by month throughout 
the period in which they have agreed to 
work." Every workingman has a right 
to demand that the money in which he is 
paid shall be good money—money which 
will buy anything that he wants, any- 
where, and which will everywhere pass 
current at its full face value. 


" Cheap money," Mr. Atkinson says, "is 


cheat money." He recalls the fact, which 
many workingmen remember, that during 
the war Congress thought it necessary to 
pass a legal tender act, by which one man 
could force another to take pay for his 
work in legal tender notes called green- 
backs. They depreciated. They became 
bad money. They lost at one time more 
than one-hali their value or power of pur- 
chasing food, fuel, clothing and shelter. 
Prices rose very fast. Here is Mr. Atkin- 
son's summary: 


For seven years, from 1862 to 1868, the 


prices of the necessities of life were 
seventy-two per cent, higher than they 
were in 1860. It took one dollar and 
seventy-two cents of bad 
legal-tender 


money to buy as much as a dollar of good 
money would buy in 1860, during that 
whole seven years. How about wages? 
Men who wanted to hire workmen and 
work-women hired them during that 
whole period at only thirty-six per cent. 
advance. The people got nominally'one 
dollar and thirty-six cents in bad money 
where they had only one dollar in good 
money in 1860; but they had to pay at the 
rate of a dollar and seventy-two cents for 
food, fuel and clothing. Now when prices 
rise and wages do not follow, the differ- 
ence goes into profits. The few who live 
on profits get the better of the many who 
live on wages, when bad money is forced 
into use. That was the way it worked 
during the war. Every \vorkman was 
taxed thirty-five per ceut. difference be- 
tween prices and wages on all he bought; 
that tax did not go to the support of the 
war. It went into the big fortunes made 
In those days. 


Mr. Atkinson goes on to show clearly 


that the free coinage of silver now would 
lead to like results, and labor would be 
paid in money at the rate of sixteen to 
one when its real value would only be 
only thirty-two to one. Workingmen, if 
they are wise, don't want this.

President Powell opened Ihe congress 


yesterday by vcudtug ,L jiapor on "Pui'ity 
Work: ])i>ri\e i from Kuglish Experience," 
by Dr. El'yabuth BUickwell of London. 
She decl.uvs the' divorce laws of England 
to be the can-in of moral deterioration. 
lifv. S. S. Scwanl of New York followed 
with a paper on ''Purity: How Preserved 
Among the Youn^." Mrs. J. H. Koliogg 
of Battle Greek. Mich., read a paper on 
"Purity and Parental Responsibility," 
and Mrs. 51 W. Allen oC Ann Arbor, 
Mich., delivered an address on "Moral 
Traininp: of the Young," holdins that tho 
young women "ta-ti^ht too much of .sox, 
consciousness." 
Dr. J. H. Kellogg ot 


Battle Creek, Mich., read a paper on 
"Chastity and Health," in which he treated 
of the physical deterioration in both the 
individual and the race, resulting from 
impurity and the hygienic advantages of 
chastity and continence. 


Miss "Hannah Holiowell Clothier of Phil- 


adelphia read a paper on "The Pure In 
Heart," and Miss Mary Travila ot West 
Chester, Pa., delivered an address on the 
same subject. 


The last things done before the close of 


tho morning se.ssion were the reading and 
answering of a number of questions sent 
to the congress by the Chicago Civic feder- 
ation. The questions were read by the 
president, and answers were made by 
prominent workers. One of the questions 
•was as to whether it was wise to limit 
Immorality to certain districts. President 
Powell said "No," and the other workers 
said "Ampii" t'» his answer. 


Another question was as to whether it 


was practicable to stamp out the social evil 
altogether. One of the answers was: 
"It 


is practicable to do anything that is ever- 
lastingly right." 
Mrs. Webb of Ohio 


said it had been done in a city in Ohio. 
The men were sent to jail and the women 
were sent homo. 


Other Papers of Interest. 


"Some Cases of Present Day Immorality 


and Suggestions as to Practical Remedies" 
was the subject of a paper written by B. 
O. Flower of Boston. Mr. Flower classi- 
fied as "well-springs of death," "prosti- 
tution within the marriage bond, or a 
disregard of the sacred right of the wife 
and child; prostitution without the mar- 
riage relation; the influence of the liquor 
traffic; unjust social conditions; laclc of 
knowledge and the absence of high ideals 
in the mind; the popular acceptation of 
the pernicious idea of the 'double standard 
of morals,' which, in effect, pollutes youth, 
leads to legislation fostering lust, and iu 
other ways proves a positive barrier to 
moral progress." 


The Rev. C. W. Walch, of Brighton, 


Ont., who was introduced as "tho only 
foreign delegate to the congress," spoko 
of "Purity Work in Canada." He said in 
part: "We have no struggle over uncer- 
tain divorce laws, for we have neither u 
divorce court nor a divorce law. except in 
one of the smaller provinces. To procure 
a divorce with us requires a special act of 
the Dominion parliament. The result is 
that for the past 10 years there have been 
but 48 applications for divorce, 40 of which 
were granted." 


Miss Jessie Ackermann, who has just 


returned from Iceland, then made an ad- 
dress, giving the congress the benefit of 
her personal observation and experiences 
while engaged in mission work. 


Mrs. Mariana W. Chapmaumade an Ap- 


peal for woman sulTrage iu an address on 
"Equal Suffrage as Related to the Purity 
Movement." 


Mrs. Mary A. Llvermore dwelt upon tho 


baneful effects of the regulation oivice iu 
Europe, and a letter was read from Mrs. 
Ormiston. Chant, who wrote" that tho 
ballot for woman is the best way to secure 
social purity. 


Resolutions were then passed favoring 


social purity and condemning state and 
municipal regulations Df prostitution, also 
denouncing the "double standard" iu 
morals. 
The congress thun adjourned

Brilish nmhnssndnr to Turkey, telegrivphs 
to Lord Salisbury thnt the schema relative 
to reforming the administration iu Ar- 
menia, wliicli was submitted to tha porte 
on Hay 11 In* by Great, Britain, France 
nml Russia, litul been accepted by the 
Turkish foreign office. and that it only 
anailod Ihe sultan'-- ^ignaturc preparatory 
to being nut into elfnol'. 


An uuoilicial but reliable dispatch re- 


coiveJ last evening niiiiniiiicua that the 
long-pending and menacing question is 
now virfnnllv bottled. 


Tho .ambassadors of the powers expect 


tlsur the whole question will ho finally 
set tied in the course of the week by the 
promulgation of an imperial decree, Con- 
trary to general expectation, the high 
commissioner, Avho Will bo charged with 
the I'X'diMun o£ this scheme of reform, 
will lie :i Christian. This was the hardest; 
pill forthe porte to swallow and fora long 
time it threatened to bring about tile most 
serious complications. 


TliB intimate Result. 


The scheme is almost identical with the 


proposals of last May, which were that the 
governors and via- governors of Van, 
IQraroom, Sivis, Bitlis, Khartut and 1'rcb- 
izond be Christian or Mussulman, ac- 
cording to the inclination of the popula- 
tion; but either the governor or the vice 
governor is to be a Christian, and the ap- 
pointments are to be confirmed by tha 
powers. 


Local and not state officials are to col- 


lect thoraxes and enough money is to be 
retained before it is forvrnrdcd to Constan- 
tinople to pay the expenses of local ad- 
ministration. Complete changes will be 
nuulu in the judicial system, torture will 
be abolished, tiiu prisons will be under 
biirveillance, the police will be composed 
of Christians and Turks equally and the 
laws iiguinst- compulsory conversions to 


ill \tc strictly enforced.

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 17.— An entirely 


new and an important point under tho 
prohibitory law was raised in the mu- 
nicipal court yesterday. It, paves the way 
for numerous ;Smts for damages and tres- 
pass against officers who 
have seized 


liqnors in the past. 


On Sept. 28 Deputy Marshals Sterling 


and Hnrrnrtt made a wholesale seizure of 
beor and whisky »t the establishment of 
tho Rit-n7l Bottling company. Four days 
later the officers filed their libel. 


On Pcn1.no Deputy Sheriffs Plummet 


and Frith made :i seizure of S200 worth of 
liquors from the steamer Salacia. 
The 


libel was filed fonr,davs later. 


Both libels were returnable in the mu- 


nicipal court yesterday. 


Attorney Mealicrapp* ared in court with 


a motion thnt the libel in each case bo 
Rqunshed, on tho ground that it had not 
been (lied in strici compliance with the re- 
vised statures. The point he raised was 
that, the revised statutes specifies that the 
oCiccr wlio makes a seizure of liqnors shall 


Iinincdiatelr Tiln the Libel, 
, 


with his return indorsed thereon, with tho 
magistrate by whom the precept 'was 
issued. 


Attorney Mealier claimed that the word 


"immediately" in the statute could not be 
construed ns meaning four days, and that 
in failing to make their return within a 
reasonable time the officers had rendered 
the libel void. 


Judge Koliinson said the attorney for 


the claimants must file with the court, in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
statutes, n statement that the claimants 
have a right to the liquors seized, and the 
claimants must mike a declaration under 
oath that the liquors so kept or deposited

Judge Robinson 


quashed both libels. In consequence, the 
barrels, casks and cases of whisky and 
beer included in the two seizures were 
taken out of the liquor storeroom iu the 
city building, loaded on drays and carted 
back to. the places from whence they came.

The liquor was shipped to Boston on last 


night's boat. It was watched carefully by 
officers until it was seen safely on the 
boat and started on its way to Boston.
